The hearing was begun of an action in 
which the plaintiffs, Mrs. Margaret Cunning- 
ham, widow, Ballyhaunis, Co. Mayo, and Mrs. 
Kate A. Freeley, widow, 126 La Salle street, 
Manhattan, New York, the first a sister and 
the second a niece of testator, seek to have 
revoked probate of a will of Austin Freeley, 


late cf Carrowreagh, Ballyhaunis, who made | 


his will on 28th December, 1950, and died next 
day. The defendant is John Green, of 
Carrowreagh, an executor, Plaintiffs opposed 
the will on the usual statutory grounds. The 
defence is that the will was duly executed and 
complied with all the provisions of the statute. 

Mr. Carson, K.C., who, with Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. E. C. Micks (in 
structed by Mr. A. Crean) -appeared for the 
defendant, said that the testator used to carry 
on a saloon nearly opposite Congress 
Buildings, New York, and amassed a fortune 
estimated at between £25,000 and £26,000. 
He returned to this country and went to live 
at Carrowreagh, where he died. Testator 
made a previous will, by which he made pro- 
visions for all his relatives who might be 
expected to be objects of his bounty. The 
will in dispute had been admitted to probate 
after proceedings, in which, however, Mrs. 
Cunningham, one of the present plaintiffs, 
was not cited. It seemed strange, said 
counsel, that Mrs. Cunningham, who was now 
91 years of age, having accepted considerable 
sums under the will, should stir up costly 
litigation to prove the will which had already 
been proved before another jury there. 


COUSINS. 


John Green, the defendant, said that his 
grandfather and the testator were first 
cousins. In 1919, when witness was about to 
go to America, the testator told him that, if 
he stayed with him for a few years, he would 
be far better off. Witness remained with 
testator at Carrowreagh on the farm, which 
consisted of 32 statute acres. At the time 
the testator had also a farm of 400 acres at 
Lisduff. On a second occasion, when ‘testator 
again dissuaded him from going to America, 


testator said he would ‘‘ make witness the 
richest man of his name,

In - cross-examination, witness said that 


testator was 92 years of age when he died. 


The will was read, and among the bequests 
mentioned in it were £150 to the Convent of 


Mercy, £150 to the Augustinian Fathers, 


£100 to the Parish Church, Ballyhaurés; 

£150 to Father Mohan, C.C.; the post office to 
Thomas Green, a nephew ; house and farm to 
Mrs, Cunningham for her life, and after her 
death, to the defendant.

Mr. A. K. Overend, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
Maheson, Ormsby and Prentice), said that 
he wished to make a preliminary application 
for a direction in respect of a petition by 
Messrs. Wallace Bros for sanction to a 
reduction of capital. The company’s capital 
was at present divided into 5,000 Preference 
shares of £5 each and 5,000 Ordinary shares 
of £5 each—a total of £50,000. The com- 
pany had large sums in reserve, which they 
could not usefully employ in their business, 
and wished to return them to the share- 


holders, and reduce the shares from £5 to 


£2 10s. Od. by paying back £25,000. The 
full number of Ordinary and Preference 
shares had been issued, and, at an extra- 
ordinary and special meeting of the company 
a resolution to reduce the capital had been 
unanimously approved. As creditors would 
be affected by a reduction of capital, it was 
necessary to follow the course prescribed by 
the rules, and ask that an inquiry should be 
made regarding debts, claims and liabilities ; 
but in the case of Wallace Bros. this was 
a formal matter, as it had been the com- 
pany’s practice for many years to pay all 
accounts monthly. A special balance sheet 
prepared in connection with this petition 
showed that on April 30 last the company 
had cash lying in the bank of £39,700.

DUTY ON STOCKS AND 
SHARES. 


OHIEF JUSTICE MR. JUSTICE 
(BEFORE 3 Ly BON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing of the appeal in relation to the 
Finance Act and to the property of ‘‘S.F.,” 
a on of unsound mind, was continued. 

e circumstances, as already reported, are 
that “SF.” was entitled to stocks and 
shares in companies registered in Great 
Britain. By an order of the Chief Justice, 
she. was declared to be a person of unsound 
mind, ae the stocks and shares were trans- 
ferre the name of the Accountant of the 
Court Pe Justice of the Irish Free State. 
British estate duty on the stocks and shares 
had been paid by her executors, and the Free 
State Revenue Commissioners claimed estaie 
duty on them, and refused to grant any re- | 
lief to the executors in respect to double 
taxation 

The executors brought a petition asking 
for a declaration that the stocks and shares 
were personal property situate outside the 
Free State, and that they were entitled to be 
repaid by the Revenue Commissioners of the 
Free State under the Double Taxation 
(Relief) Order, 1923,°a sum equal to the 
amount of the British estate duty paid in 
respect of the securities. 

The High Court gave judgment, allowing 
this petition, and from that judgment the 
Revenue Commissioners now appealed, sub- 
mitting that the property was not situate in 
Great Britain, and that, therefore, no allow- 
ance fell to be made for any estate duty 
which was paid in Great. Britain in respect of 
the securities. 

Mr McCann, K.C., and Mr. Geraghty (in- 
structed by Mr. B. Collins, Revenue Solici- 
tor) appeared for the appellants ; and Mr. 
Overend, K.C., and Mr.. Bacon agree 
by Messrs. A. J. and A. Robinson) for th 
respondents. 


APPLICANT’S CASE. 


Resuming his argument, Mr. McCann sub. 
mitted that what passed to the executors at 
the time of the death of ‘‘S.F.’’ was nothing 
more or less than her equitable interest in 
the property; that at the moment when th; 
transfer of the shares into the name of the 
executors was executed the executors were 
in the same position as that in which she had 
been in respect to these shares at the time 
of her death; and that that equitable in 
terest. which passed in this country on her 
death was capable of being fully and effe 
tively dealt with in Saorstat Eireann—and 
was fully and effectively dealt with in Saor- 
stat Kireann—at the moment when the 
Accountant-General executed the transfer 
into the names of the executors. 

The certificate, which was an important 
document, was in this country, and he sub. 
mitted that at the date of the death of 
“ 8.F.” this property was subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Chief Justice, and became 
the subject of quasi administration in the 
Court of the Chief Justice. 

Mr. Geraghty followed on the same side, 
and had not concluded when the Court rose.

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., with whom were 
Mr. Albert E. Wood, a 3 hu AE a. a 
Molony, K.C, and Mr. M. J. "Connolly (in- 
structed by Messrs. White and Meares), on 
behalf of the defendant Andrew O’Shaugh- 
nessy, applied for an order setting the action 
down for trial by a judge sitting with a jury. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan 
(instructed by "Messrs. Joyce and Joyce) ap- 
peared for the defendant A. J. Magennis; 
and the same counsel (instructed by Messrs. 
J. Travers Wolfe and Co.) for the defendant 
C. P. McCarthy, in support of the a. 
tion; and Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C., and 
Mr. E. C. Robinson (instructed by Messrs. 
Hayes and Son) for the plaintiffs, in opposi- 
tien to it. 

Mr. Geoghegan referred to Section 94 of 
the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, which deals 
with the rights of tong to a jury under the 
new code, and with the power of a judge to 
grant a trial by jury where a party is not 
entitled to it as of right, and submitted that, 
if the action did not come within the class of 
case in which he was entitled to a jury as of 
right, the Court should, ‘on the broad issues 
in the case, grant him a jury. 

Mr. FitzGerald having addressed the Court 
in support of the application, 

Mr. FitzGibbon referred to an Order of the 
Supreme Court on an appeal in a pleading 
motion in the action, and. also to an action 
of Andrew O'Shaughnessy against Lovell ind 
Christmas, Ltd., in relation to the shares, 
and said that the Order of the Supreme 
Court clearly contemplated that the action of 
Lovell and Christmas against O’Shaughnessy, 
and the action of O’Shaughnessy against 
Lovell and. Christmas should be tried in the 
same Court and by the same judge, one 
action to follow the other. The second action 
being for a liquidated claim, the right to a 
jury in it was gone, and he submitted that 
the present action was not one in which th: 
right to a jury existed, nor in which the 
Court should exercise its discretion and gran! 
a jury 

Mr Cc onnolly having replied, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he did not 
think that it was necessary for him “on the 
present motion to decide whether or not the 
defendants were entitled to a jury as of right 
The inclination, in his mind, was that the 
were not, but the question remained stetbner 
or not, in the exercise of his discretion, h: 
should order that the action should be tried 
by a judge with a jury. It seemed to him 
that, taking everything into account, gcé 
ticularly the claim that was made, and th 
nature of the action, that he should exercise 
his discretion in favour of the defendants. 
It was really a very ordinary common law 
action. It was true that declarations were 
asked in respect of certain matters, and 
seemed to him that the allegations made were 
based on a claim for unliquidated damages. 
In the circumstances he would make an Order 
directing that the action should be tried br 
a judge with a jury, and that the costs of 
the motion should be reserved.

| THE GLAMOUR OF AN IRISH HOLIDAY. | 


|? is impossible to define the ideal holi- 

day, because tastes differ notoriously 
on this as on most other matters. 
Generally speaking, one associates the 
word halides with a complete change of 
scene, and the indulgence of a taste which 
stimulates anew one’s interest in life, so 
that one can return to the dull humdrum 
of workaday existence inspired by a new 


joie de vivre, 


Those who have never spent their holi- 
days outside Ireland foolishly imagine 
that the necessary change of scene can 
only be secured by a holiday in other 
countries.

We have de- 
lightful seaside resorts, with miles of 
golden strands on which to frolic or sun- 
bathe, while the bathing facilities can 
scarcely be rivalled anywhere. One can 
find crowded resorts or quiet secluded 
havens, where one can commune with 
nature and secure the opportunity for some 
quiet musing which modern civilisation is, 
under ordinary circumstances, making im- 
possible. One can enjoy the luxurious 
comfort of a palatial hotel, or the comfort- 
able homeliness of a private house. One 
can find excellent facilities for boating, 
racing, golf, tennis and dancing, if the 
taste leads that way, or one can exercise 
one’s patience along a pleasant stretch oí 
trout fishing. 


Those who fancy they have seen Ireland by 
spending Saturday afternoon at a nearby 


resort should, in their own _ interests, 
allow themselves to be disillusioned. 
Were the incredible variety of the 


scenery the only inducement, an Irish 
holiday would still hold first place. 
There is, in addition, the easy 
infectious homeliness of the people 
which puts one on friendly terms with 
even chance acquaintances. This is no 
small recommendation for the Irish hol1- 
day, and it is in striking contrast with 
the frigid exclusiveness which is fre- 
quently the dominant note elsewhere.

Foreign 
visitors have been heard to say that they 
felt themselves spellbound by an Irish 
fair. Then, too, there is that sly humour 
with which the Irishman salts his conver- 
sation when speaking to a stranger.

desire to help the visitor and to enable 
him to make the best of his holiday by 
seeing all that is of interest in the 
locality is a trait which one rarely misses 
in Ireland. Even if you are not interested 
in history or antiquities you will find 
yourself growing wildly enthusiastic when 
you have listened to the colourful legends 
with which the country folks have en- 
circled the raths, forts, cairns and castles 
in their locality. By comparison with the 
imaginative inventiveness of a naturally 
poetic people, the dry-as-dust learning of 
expert archeologists touches no chord. It 
has been said that there are more 
antiquities to the square mile in Ireland 
than in any country in the world. The 
truth of this statement is realised by 
those who have travelled widely in our 
country. lIreland’s past, stretching back 
into the mists of her prehistory, can be 
read in the ancient remains within, 
generally speaking, the compass of one 
parish, This adds to one’s holiday relish 
the ingredient of exploration and discovery 
which each one of us treasures as does 
the schoolboy even in late middle age 
when nothing surprises.

The people, too, 
possess in a maximum degree that 
strange admixture of reason and emotion— 
that wide romantic interest in life which 
gives birth to that rich-flavoured talk for 
which our countrymen are so justly cele- 
It is impossible to convey to one 
who has not experienced it the strange 


singularity which ‘distinguishes our Irish 


cities—and that, too, despite the undeni- 
ably progressive instincts of their inhabit- 
ants. The country villages, with their 


picturesque thatched, white-washed houses 


—set as they generally are amid the most 
beautiful scenery—each one different from 


the others in some essential particular— 


provide 


a perennial interest for the 
traveller. 

What can one say of the Irish mountains 
to convey even a remote idea of their 
beauty? It has been said that they speak 


to one with the voice of magic; that there 


is a personality about them which defies 


analysis. Be that as it may, they offer a 


picture of ideal beauty, clothed with a 


deep blue colour, which is their own pos- 
session and which contrasts with the 
lighter blue of the sky into which it 
melts. If one has the energy to climb to 
the summit of one of them there is spread 
before one a scene of idyllic beauty which 
breathes a quietude and restfulness of 
which one inevitably feels oneself to be a 
part.

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RAIL AND ROAD FACILITIES. 


OWADAYS nothing is left undone to 
tempt us to travel, and without any 
doubt one would have to be rooted to one’s 
habitat to fail to be lured by the excellent 
rail and road facilities which are being 
offered this year at exceptionally cheap 
rates.

secluded resorts guard the secret jealously 
even from their nearest friends. 


Dublin is the centre of a cluster of 
delightful resorts whose amenities cannot 
be over-estimated—Howth, to the North 
of Dublin, with its bracing air and magni- 
ficent scenery, and Dun Laoghaire and 
Dalkey to the South.

A CAUSE: FOR SHAME 

POLITICS OUST THE 
ESSENTIAL RECORDS.

The lack of Irish public interest in real, 


as op to superficial, facts of Irish history 
was ented by Mr. R. Dudley Edwards, 
M.A., Ph.Dd (University College, Dublin), 


in an address on “‘ Irish Historical Research,” 
delivered at the weekly luncheon meeting of 
the Dublin Rotary Club in the Metropole 
Restaurant yesterday. Mr. P. T. Montford, 
President, occupied the chair. 

The foundations of the science of history 
were truth and accuracy, he said. It was 
the business of the student of history to 
inquire into everything of interest in the 
past—social customs, economic conditions, 
trade relations, religious influence, local 
peculiarities and development of institutions. 
These were all of far more importance than 
the chain of political events. 

The work already done in connection with 
Trish historical research had been but a 
beginning. As long as the sources of modern 
Irish history remained unpublished it would 
be possible for only occasional scholars to 
make use of it. 


LIMITED ACTIVITIES. 


The Irish Manuscripts Commission had 
been set up to publish the sources of Irish 
history, but the extent of its activities 
depended on the number of scholars who were 
available to provide the necessary textual 
work, and the number of scholars would 
remain strictly limited so long as it was 
difficult, if not impossible, to earn even a 
modest livelihood at Irish historical research. 

His own particular investigations, he con- 
tinued, had centred round the political aspects 
of the religious struggles in Irleand in the 
sixteenth and _ seventeenth centurier—the 
story of the development of the distinctive 
Roman Catholic, Protestant Episcopal, 
Presbyterian, and other churches in Ireland. 
. The amount of work still to be done was 
immense; sufficient, indeed, to occupy several 
hundred scholars for two or three genera- 
tions, but there were few endowments and 
no permanent positions available for research 
workers to enable scholars to carry on their 
investigations. Research work was, con- 
sequently, largely in the hands of untrained 
amateurs, and Irish history was the sufferer 
thereby. Ne 

Apart from the work of publishing available 
material, there was much to be done in the 
discovery of further sources of our history. 
He appealed to any member of his audience 
who might know of such material to inform 
the Irish Manuscripts Commission or the 
National Library of its whereabouts. 


NO POLITICAL MONOPOLY. 


Irish history was not the monopoly of any 

political party or of any creed; indeed, it was 
almost an outcast, but it was a subject 
which could be studied by everyone. 
The general lack of interest was reflected 
in the newspapers. Irish history was not 
“copy.” ‘The discovery of a worthless 
Manuscript in a bog might be advertised by 
headlines, while a scholarly lecture would 
scarcely be mentioned. It was the public 
who were to blame, and it was the intelli- 
gent public who could erase this blot from 
their civilisation. 
It was idle to wait for the Government to 
act. The Free State Government had done 
as much as it could. Irish history had its 
chance in the schools—if the schools would 
take advantage of it. It was for the people 
themselves to do the rest. 


AMERICAN COLONISTS. 


The Very Rev. R. K. Hanna, D.D., pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to the lecturer for his 
very scholarly and instructive paper. Per- 
sonally, he had found that the history which 


bias was a very insipid sort of book. The 
lecturer’s reference to Presbyterianism in 
Ireland reminded him. that the first big 
emigration from Ireland to America was from 
the North, and it was mainly Presbyterian. 
Those people went away with as bitter a 
hatred of England in their hearts as Irish- 
men ever cherished. They had emigrated as 
@ congregation—ministers and people, who 
settled in various States. During the War of 
Independence the only men who stood by 
Weshington at the Battle of Valley Forge 
in his darkest hour were those Presbyterian 
people who had emigrated from the North 
of Ireland. It was they who carried Wash- 
ington through the war. 


RESEARCH. 


When in America he (Dr. Hanna) found 
that excellent work had been done in the 
way of historical research. In connection 
with the Presbyterian Church House in Bel- 
fast they had established a historical depart- 
ment, and it was amazing the number of 
records they had gathered up. 

Mr. W. B. Conyngham, in seconding the 
vote of thanks, said that the lecture had 
recalled to his mind the old monks of Lis- 
more, who spread the light of learning 
throughout the world, and were responsible 
for the foundations of universities in London, 
Paris and in Italy, and who carried the light 
of the Gospel to the North of Scotland in 
those far-off days. 

The vote was carried.

WILD BIRDS’ NESTS ON 
IRELAND 'S EYE, — 


a a 
BOYS CHARGED WITH 
POSSESSION OF EGGS, 


The possession of two peregrine falcons’ 
eggs by five boys at Ireland’s Eye led to 
their prosecution by Superintendent Sean 
Hughes at Howth District Court yesterday. 

The defendants were: Bartholomew Ball, 
Cadogan road, Fairview; Patrick Booth, 
Church avenue, Drumcondra; Cormack Cullen, 
North Frederick street; Thomas Whyte, 
Dorset lane, and William Hutton, Benedict 
Gardens, North Circular road. 

Fines of 5s. were imposed by District 
Justice Reddin. 

Guard Loftus, Howth, stated that he saw 
the boys rowing over to the island, and 
kept them under observation. He noticed 
them looking through the rocks, and then 
crossed to the island, where he saw the boys 
examining birds’ nests. When they saw 
witness they dropped the eggs that they 
had and tried to escape. He followed and 
captured them before they could enter their 
boat. 


PROTECTED BIRDS, 


Mr. C. B. Moffat, of the Irish Society for 
the Protection of Birds, said that the 
peregrine falcon was a rare species of bird,

same time, that public opinion demands 
the eradication of Dublin’s slums, and 
that the job must be faced squarely.

The 
time has not come yet to comment on the 
rumour that no further moneys will be 
advanced after this year under the Small 
Dwellings Act ; doubtless, the Corporation 


will declare with speed whether or not it 


has any justification. What really iaatters 
is that the Finance Sub-Committee pro- 
poses to ask the Corporation to obtain a 
loan of £1,500,000 for purposes of re- 
housing before the end of this year. This 
venture will be an instalment of the great 
and costly scheme by which, it is hoped, 
the problem of Dublin’s slums will be 
solved within the forthcoming decade. 
There will be many difficulties in the way. 
A substantial burden may be imposed on 
the ratepayers of Dublin and the tax- 
payers of the Free State; but the neces- 
sity of re-housing, as the Corporation 
recognises, must outweigh all such con- 
The one clear fact is that the 
slums must go. Within the past half- 
century they have taken a cruel toll of 
the city’s health; they have impaired the 
nation’s productive power, and, indirectly, 


siderations.’ 


they must have added virtually as much 
to the average citizen’s expenses as will 
be added by the new re-housing schemes. 
Even if there were no motives of profit 
to encourage the re-housing of the poor, 
there is the moral -harge upon any nation 
to ensure that every one of its citizens 
shall have a chance to live in decent and 
healthy circumstances. 


The Corporation proposes to start on 


the building of 18,000 dwellings to 
replace the existing slums. Of these 


dwellings 33 to 40 per cent. will consist 
of three-room or four-room cottages, and 
the remainder will take the form of two- 
roomed flats. The authorities, apparently, 
have reached a decision on the cottage 
versus block flat system—namely, that the 
expense of suburban cottages would be 
beyond the capacity of many thousands of 
the poor people dispossessed from their 
slum homes, and that these people must 
be accommodated in block flats on the old 
slum areas. Those who can afford them 
will be perntitted to occupy cottages in 
the new suburban colonies, but only city 
flats will meet the case of the very poor, 
who could not afford the higher rent of 
separate cottages or the price of transport 
to and from their work in the city. We

history, which is to tell the truth about the

our country’s story. When we really know 
something about the past, then, and only 
then, it wil! be time to draw lessons from 
it. We shall learn that many races and 
many creeds have gone to the making of 
Ireland, that there were people who ranked 
half way between the collar-of-gold level 
and the mud-hovel stratum ; that they had 
a living to earn, and earned it in such-and- 
such a way; that they were, perhaps. 
neither more virtuous nor more vicious than 
the people of any other country ; that. they 
possessed many good qualities which we 
have lost, and !acked many which we have 
acquired, We may learn, too, that they had 
a wider and finer conception of nationality 
than is current among our rulers to-day.

“ Leg Theory.” 


After a welcome period of silence the 
undignified and lamentable controversy 
about ‘‘body-line’”’ bowling has been 
resurrected. On Sunday Harold Larwood, 
the Nottinghamshire fast bowler, who had 
so much to do with the winning of the 
‘“‘ashes’’ in Australia two years ago, 
announced that he would not play in the 
second Test match at Lord’s, and, indeed, 
that he never would play in a representa- 
tive game against Australia azain. His 
views, which were embodied in an article 
in a London newspaper, were expressed 
with embarrassing candour. He declared 
that political pressure had been brought 
to bear on the Selection Committee in 
order to prevent him, if he should play 
in any of the Test matches, from makin2 
use of his famous “ leg theory ”; and, 
although this statement has been denied 
vigorously by Mr. J. H. Thomas and Lord 
Hailsham, Larwood’s allegation has been 
believed widely among certain sections of 
the English public. Every lover of cricket 
—and, indeed, of sport of any kind—must 
deplore this most unfortunate business. 
The incidents that occurred during the 
last tour in Australia ought to have been 
forgotten long ago. The Australians, un- 
doubtedly, objected to the ‘‘leg theory,” 
and, if there had not been some tacit 
understanding in regard to its abandon- 
ment in England, they probably would not 
have come to fulfil] their Test engagements 
this summer. Opinions will differ con- 
cerning the Australians’ attitude. Larwood 
will find many to support his contention 
that they dislike his bowling because it 
gets so many wickets; but that, after all, 
is beside the point. Cricket is a game 
that must be played in a sporting spirit 
or not at all. From every point of view 
it was wise to drop the ‘leg theory ” 
during the. present Tests, and, if the 
Australians win the rubber in Larwood’s 
absence, nobody ought to grudge them 
their victory. The Nottinghamshire profes- 
sional’s statement in the Press was a 
great mistake.

tone than most of Mr. Rutherford 
Mayne’s previous plays, but it 
proves that he is quite as competent in the 
serious vein as in broad comedy. There ts 
no lack of humour in the drama; but, on the 
whole, ‘‘ Bridgehead ’’ provides more food for 
thought than for laughter. Certainly it is 
among the best pieces that he has written. 

Of late years the material for ‘‘ thought- 
ful’? Irish plays has become stereotyped. 
The author takes his characters from some 
country town in the far west or south, 
provides an atmosphere of poet, bad 
weather, drink, and general hopelessness, and 
chooses a plot which has something to do 
with marriage-bargains. If we could find 
nothing else to say in Mr. Mayne’s favour, 
we could, at least, thank him for having 
found something fresh to tell us about the 
Irish countryside, He-has cut himself clean 
away from the old, stale story, and has 
dramatised—of all unlikely things—the Irish 
Land Commission. 
His play is gloomy enough, and his 
characters give the impression, at times, of 
being a sort of Irish ‘‘ white cargo.” The 
officials, miles away from Dublin, seem also 
to be miles away from civilisation. . They 
are cut off from their own kind, and isolated 
among people who neither understand what 
they are trying to do nor give them any 
credit for doing it well. Some of them go 
under, but the others carry on, urged by the 
feeling that -their work, in the end, may 
achieve something. 


REAL PEOPLE. 


Perhaps Mr. Mayne has, painted the situa- 
tion in too sombre colours, but there is no 
doubt that he makes it live, and that his 
characters are real people. It is such a tech- 
nical subject—dealing, as it does, with land 
settlement, “ migrants’’ and the plight of the 
dispossessed landlords—that an author might 
wel hesitate before he attempted to put it 
on the stage. Mr. Mayne not only has made 
the attempt, but has made it successfully, and 
he holds our interest without so much as a 
touch of melodrama. 

The acting of the Abbey cast is extremely 
good, even when one remembers its usual 
standard. F. J. McCormick’s performance, 
though unobtrusive, is possibly the best. He 
gives a very well-sustained interpretation of 
the local official, Stephen Moore, and his 
acting loses nothing of its power by being 
pitched in a minor key. Michael J. Dolan 
is versatile enough, as a rule, but his manner 
as the inquiring Japanese (not to speak of 
his make-up) made him almost unrecognis- 
able. It was an excellent display in what 
must have been a very difficult part. Maureen 
Delany and Barry Fitzgerald are beginning to 
be cast too often in the same kind of part, 
and sometimes one suspects that their style of 
acting is becoming a little too fixed. There 
was, however, no suspicion of this last night, 
and both were delightfully fresh and natural, 
Mr. Fitzgerald in particular. 

Denis O'Dea had a part which was straight. 
forward, but long, and he filled it well; while 
P. J. Carolan. Eileen Crowe and Eric Gorman 
all had some very good moments. On the 
whole, both the author and the campany must 
be congratulated.

Expert Evidence, 


The evidence frequently given by ex- 
perts in the Law Courts is said on 
occasion to be tinctured with partisanship, 
and it is not unusual to find that experts 
have been engaged for both sides in a case 
of some importance, when their evidence 
is at cross-purposes. In this connection 
it is expected that an innovation will he 
made in the High Courts before long, 
when independent experts in a number of 
subjects that may come before the Courts 
will be appointed by the judge on appli- 
cation by the interested parties to give 
an unbiassed opinion on points at issue. 
These witnesses will be entirely inde- 
pendent, and a doctor unknown to the 
parties may be appointed to give his 
opinion on any question of medica] im- 
portance in a case. The same rule will 
apply to engineers or scientists. The ex- 
pert appointed by the Court may be cross- 


i examined by leave of the judge, and it 


will rest with the parties to accept his 
evidence. The expense of this innovation 
will have to be borne by the people who 
go to law.

At Crovdon Aerodrome to-day the 
world’s fastest air liner was given a 
demonstration before British air experts. 
The machine is the Heinkel. a German 
machine, operated by Luft Hansa, and 
after the demonstration if was revealed 
that i:s speed, which had been kept secret. 
was over 240 miles an hour. It seats two 
passengers, with a crew of two, and has a 
single 650 h.p. engine. The aeroplane 
will be employed on internal air lines in 
Germany, and on the South American air 
mail route, on which it is scheduled to 
cover the 5,000 miles between Berlin and 
Las Palmas in thirteen hours. It is 
noted that a regular non-stop airway 
across the South Atlantic is to be started 
shortly by the French combine, Air 
France, as a result of experiments with 
the Arc en Ciel, the Coustnet monoplane 
which recently made a second flight across 
the ocean. Hitherto the South Atlantic 
section of the French airway to South 
America has been operated by a fast 
despatch boat,: but the Cousinet has been 
built specially to carry a load of mat!s. 
The machine is a land ’pl.ne. and the 
scheme outlined differs from other over- 
seas airway plans, which hitherto have 
always envisaged the use of flying 
boats.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain (Chancellor of

The whole of the shipping trade 
between Germany, Holland, Belgium and 
the Irish Free State has now been taken 
over by the newly-formed Saorstat and 
Continental Steamship Co., Ltd. 

This company has been formed by 
capital subscribed in the Irish Free State, 
and is largely under the control of Messrs. 
Palgrave Murphy, Ltd. 

In a statement issued by the company 
yesterday it is pointed out that, in addi- 
tion to the local vessels owned by the 
company, three “ Head Jine’’ vessels 
have been acquired from the Ulster 
Steamship Co., Ltd.—the s.s. Fair Head, 
s.s. Wicklow Head, and s.s. Teelin Head. 
These steamers have ben renamed, 
respectively, the City of Waterford, City 
of Ghent, and City of, Bremen. An 
announcement regarding the change will 
be found in our advertising columns. 

The new comnany has also taken over 
from the Ulster Steamship Company their 
richts in their trade between continent: 
ports and the Irish Free State. Certain 
of these trades are operated in conjunction 
with continental companies—from Ham- 
burg and Bremen with the Bugsier- 
Reederei - Und - Bergungs Aktiengeselles- 
chaft, of Hamburg, and from Amsterdam, 
Rotterdam, with Messrs. Hudig and 
Veder, of Rotterdam.

pirates who attacked the British steamer 
Shuntien off the mouth of the Yellow River 
to-day. About twenty Chinese were also 
captured 

~The names of the officers are given as 
Lieutenants Field and Luce. 

According to the Navy List, Lieutenant 
P. L. Field is serving in the submarine 
Oswald, of the Fourth Submarine Flotilla, 
China Station. Lieutenant J. D. Luce is 
serving in submarine Osiris, also Fourth 
Flotilla. 

The foreigners captured include Mr. G. 
D. Nicholl, a Shanghai insurance expert ; 
Mr. Brand, the second officer of the 
Shuntien; Mr. Watson, third engineer of 
the Shuntien ; another passenger, name not 
given, | 

A passenger named Ross was badly 
injured in the affray. The pirates after the 
attack hurried their prisoners ashore. 

Mr. Nicholl is well known in social and 
sporting circles in Shanghai, and is a 
popular member of the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps. 

The Shuntien, which is a new fast 
passenger steamer, was built at Hong Kong 
for Messrs, Butterfield and Swire. 


CRUISERS’ SEARCH, 


The British cruisers Witch and Veteran, 
from Wei-Hai-Wei, have gone to the scene 
of the piracy, as have also the American 
destroyer Pope and the tender Bittern. 

According to information received by 
the British Admiralty, the Shuntien was 
proceeding on one of her trips between 
Taxu and Chefoo when she was seized and 
the passengers and crew carried off. 

How the seizure was effected is. not 
known, but it is assumed that the pirates 
boarded the vessel as passengers, probably 
at Tientsin and other intermediate stops. 

The actual seizure occurred about 70 
miles from Taxu, when the pirates, after 
dominating the crew and wounding at 
least one of the passengers, gained control 
oi the vessel and held her for twenty-four 
hours. 

The prisoners were hurried ashore by 
their captors, and their present location 
is unknown. 

One of the passengers on the seized 
vessel was the Chief of the British Police 
in the Tientsin district, Mr. Iremonger, 
but he was not identified by the pirates, 
and it is expected that he will be able to 
give valuable aid in helping to trace the 
pirates. 

In addition to the British destroyer and 
tender and the vessels of other nationali- 
ties which have hurried to the scene, aero 
planes have been sent out in the hope of 
locating the pirates and their prisoners. 


AMERICAN €O-OPERATION., 

At the time of the raid the American 
destroyer Pope, with her tender Bittern, 
were only a few hours’ steam away. 

The occurrence has created considerable 
excitement among foreign residents in the 
area, for though raids of this nature were 
not unusual in the past, the activities of 
British war vessels and the co-operation of 
the merchant and other services of other 
nationalities had checked piracy in these 
waters during recent years. 

It is believed that the purpose of carry- 
ing off the prisoners is to secure a ransom 
for the prisoners.

THE GREAT 
DROUGHT. 


- 


In an editorial article to-day The. Times 
observes :—The House of Commons is ex- 
pected to-morrow to debate the adminis- 
trative activities of the Ministry of Health 
in dealing with the drought. There is 
still no sign of any substantial rain, and 
the drought, which has lasted without 
serious interruption since November, 
1932, surpasses all of which accurate 
records exist. The only comparable 
calamity is the drought which is suspected 
to have covered the four years, 1740 ta 
1743. These comparisons, however, are 
only of academic interest. The point ol 
practical importance is that meteorologists 
are quite unable to say when the present 
drought is likely to end, and they all seem 
agreed that it already constitutes more 
than a temporary affliction in the sense 
that even an immediate resumption of 
normal rainfall would not now avert most 
serious subsequent results. 

The measures which suggest themselves 
are the tapping of new sources, the better 
utilisation of existing sources, the removal 
of formal barriers which may delay such 
development or reorganisation and insist- 
ence upon the avoidance of waste. Legis- 
lation has already been passed under 
which all these steps can be taken, The 
first in time and in urgency is the develop- 
ment of supplies im those rural districts 
from which heartrending tales of the effects 
of lack of water have been coming for 
some time. The method chosen is to 
assist local water schemes with grants, 
calculated according to the local resources 
of the district, and to the existing level of 
rates. <A total limit vf £1,000,000 has 
been put upon these grants.

tunate in the volume of its supplies, but, 
even so, the Board has announced that 
this reduction must be increased to thirty 
per cent., if the danger is to be surmounted 
without recourse to compu.sory — restric- 
tions.

ATTEMPT TO EVADE 
CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


MOTHER AND DAUGHTER 
FINED £100 EACH.

Fines of £100 each were imposed yester- 
day on a Dublin woman and her 
daughter, who were found guilty in the 
District Court of an attempt to evade 
Customs duty payable on the importa- 
tion of two fur neckties. During the 
hearing of the case it was stated that the 
furs had cost £3 and 10s. respectively. 

The women concerned were Mrs. Ger. 
trude Steele and her daughter, Miss 
Dorothy Steele, both of Eglinton road, 
Dublin; they were summoned for having, 
at Dun Laoghaire, on May 11 last, been 
concerned in an attempt at the fraudulent 
evasion of Customs duties payable on fur 
neckties. They appeared before Mr. 
Hannan, District Justice. 

James Ngan, Customs officer, gave evi- 
dence as to defendants arriving by s.s. 
Scotia. They had four suit cases, and 
he asked them if they had purchased or 
acquired any articles of wearing apparel! 
abroad, or had anything liable to duty. 
They replied they had not, and he 
examined their luggage and initiatled 
them clear. 

Mr. Christopher O’Brien, Chief Cus- 
toms Officer, said he saw the defendants 
walking down the platform. They were 
carrying suit cases, and were wearing 
mackintoshes buttoned up to the neck, 
although it was very warm. He noticed 
bulkiness across the shoulders, and as he 
was not satisfied, he spoke to them and 
asked them if they were not wearing more 
clothes than was necessary. They replied 
in the negative, but he asked them into 
his office, where they opened the raincoats 
and he saw the furs. When asked about 
the furs they said they were given to them 
as presents. 

Miss Dorothy Steele said they had been 
on a visit to the South of England, where 
they got the furs as presents. The fur 
given to her was value £3, and that worn 
by her mother value 10s. 

Examined by Mr. Clarke, she said that 
she had bought the fur in Regent strect, 
London, with money which had been sent 
to her from a lady friend in England in 
December last. She bought the fur dur. 
ing her visit to London in May. Her 
mother’s tie was bought in Selfridge’s 
when they went there with a lady friend 
to see an exhibition of tennis by Suzanne 
Lenglen. She could not swear that her 
mother had not paid for the fur. 

Mr. Hannan said that on the facts he 
must convict, and imposed the maximum 
penalty -of £100 in each case, allowing 
eight days for payment.

CITY MANAGER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Sherlock says:—‘‘I think it 
advisable that, in considering this recom- 
mendation, your Committee should be 
aware of the actual position in relation to 
the city debt. Accordingly; I submit 
the following details (from which the 
debt and capital charges for electricity and 
technical education are omitted, as the

CITY’S INDEBTEDNESS. 


‘In normal circumstances such a rapid 
and large increase in the city’s indebted 
ness would be considered alarming, but 
the Corporation of Dublin, in harmony 
with public opinion, is definitely com- 
mitted to an enormous’ housing pro- 
gramme, involving from seven. to nine 
million pounds additional indebtedness, to 
the relief of the annual charges for which, 
however, substantial State contributions 
will be available. 

“ A further heavy increase will shortly 
arise for additional waterworks provision, 
and, doubtless, other urgent and neces- 
sary items will occur from time to time, 

‘‘All these commitments are unavoid- 
able and must be met, but their tendency 
will be to increase the difficulty to the 
Corporation in raising money on favour- 
able terms, and thereby still further add 
to the burden on the shoulders of the rate- 
payers 


CARE REQUIRED. 


“The object of this report is to put 
inatters clearly before the members at this 
stage, so that they will fully realise the 
position, both now and as to the future, 
in relation to the borrowing of mouevs— 
especially in the light of experience of the 
last Corporation Stock issue. 

"This is all the more necessary as the 
Local Government (Dublin) Act of 1930 
places the responsibility in this regard on 
the City Council, and im many previous 
reports [ have brought this aspect to the 
notice of the members of the Council. 

‘*] am of opinion that, in view of the 
position disclosed by the figures in this 
report, and the inevitable future commit- 
ments for civic necessities, as already men- 
tioned, elementary prudence requires that 
every proposition for other civic schemes 
of improvements, involving capital expen- 
diture, should be carefully scrutinised to 
prevent any situation arising suggestive of 
a crisis which might hamper future hous- 
ing activities.’’ 


SUB-COMMITTEER’S ORDER. 


So far as the operations of the City 
Council m regard to the Small Dwellings 
Acts are concerned, the lLinance Sub-com- 
mittee has made the following order :— 

‘‘So far as this Committee can ascer- 
tain, it will be necessary to raise 
£1,500.000 stock towards the end of the 
present year. This will include £888,000 
for housing, £450,000 for Small Dwellings 
Act loans (including £250,000 to which 
the Corporation is already committed), 
and £23,000 for purchase of Kxchange 
Buildings. The extra final £200,000 for 
Small Dwellings Act loans to be allocated 
as follows—viz. :—£100,000 for new honses 
of any market value up to £1,000 built on 
Dublin Corporation building sites which 
are already leased ; £75,000 for new houses 
of market value up to £600 erected on 
sites other than Corporation sites already 
leased, and £25.000 for new houses of 
merket value from £500 to £1,000 erected 
on sites other than Corporation sites al- 
ready leased. 

“No Small Dwellings Act advances to 
be made out of the extra £200,000 on any 
except newly-erected houses being sold for 
the first time, the borrower in each case 
being the first resident. Eighty-tive per 
cent. of the market value of houses up 
to £500 market value to be advanced in 
future ont of the extra £200,000.”’ 


SOLVING A PROBLEM. 


The activities of the Dublin Corporation 
under the Small Dwellings (Acquisition) 
Act are, of course, the lesser part of the 
Corporation’s task in the solving of the 
housing problem, and the bulk of the new 
loan, as indicated, will be apportioned

towards the building of 18000 dwellings 
for the working classes and the suppres- 
sion of slum congestion among the poor. 
Thirty-three to forty per cent. of the pro- 
posed new dwellings are to be three to 
four-roomed cottage dwellings; the 
remainder of the 18,000 dwellings will 


be mainly two-room flats, intended 
to re-house the poorer families 
In central city areas following ‘slam 


clearance operations. There will be some 
three-room flats, and also one-room flats. 

In their report, the Housing Committee 
state that they are convinced ‘‘that the 
extremely small means of the persons we 
are caHed upon to provide accommoda- 
tion for, in conjunction with the heavy 
cost of transport and the vital necessity 
of such persons being housed close to the 
sources of employment, especially where 
work is of a casual nature, preclude the 
carrving out of any successful scheme of 
general housing for such classes in subur- 
ban areas.” 


THE PUBLIC DEMAND. 


“he Housing Committee proceed :— 

“The financial aspect of the housing 
problem, ‘though of primary importance, 
little consideration from the 
veneral public. . Rapid building on a 
gigantic scale is urged by many who quite 
forget that continued. progress on these 
lines depends upon (a) the facilities avatl- 
able for borrowing the necessary capital ;

As we have already 
indicatedg revenue derivable from 
standard rents, plus the existine scale of

FUNERAL OF MURDERED 
MINISTER.

WARSAW, Monday. 

The assassination of Brigadier-General | 
Bronislaw Pieracki, who was given a State 
funeral here to-day, is believed in official 
eircles to have been the first of a series of 
intended terrorist. attempts on the lives of 
members of the Polish Cabinet. 

The State funeral was an impressive cere- 
mony. ‘The Service was conducted by, the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Warsaw, and Presi- 
dent Moscick and members of. the Govern- 
ment and Diplomatic Corps atttended. The 
British Ambassador was present, accompanied 
by the Military Attaché in uniform. 

Following the Requiem Mass the body was 
removed from the church on the first stage 
of its last journey. Behind the gun carriage 
walked members of.the family, the President 
of the Republic, the Diplomatic Corps and 
Government officials. Many carriages of 
wreaths followed the hearse, including one 
from the President, one from Marshal Pil- 
sudski bearing the blue and red ribbon of the 
Virtuti Mwaitari, and one made with a 
thousand red roses offered by the City of 
Warsaw. 

When the coffin arrived at the station the 
Polish Prime Minister, Professor Kozlowski, 
made a final speech, in which he “ declared 
war” on all anti-Government groups. He 
said that the Government was determined to 
take the most stringent steps to stamp out 
terrorist endeavours by any party. 

‘“The moral responsibility for this crime,” 
he said, ‘‘rests with every political ‘group 
fostering terrorist methods. The policy of 
the Government,” he added, “ would remain 
unchangéd.,”’ 

A decree providing for the detention in 
concentration camps of persons whose activi- 
ties may be under suspicion was promulgated 
to-night. 

The procedure for such detention begins 
with the arrest of the suspect by an ad- 
ministrative authority. Committal to one of 
the detention camps is ordered by an ex- 
amining magistrate.

IN TRUNK. 


GRUESOME FIND 
AT BRIGHTON. 


LEGS IN SUITCASE 
IN LONDON,

Weer appeared to be a sensational case 


of murder has been discovered at 
Brighton, 

On Sunday night the body of a woman 
was discovered in a cabin trunk at the leit- 
luggage office of Brighton railway station. 
The head, arms and i oí the body had 
been severed and were missing. 

The woman, whose identity is unknown, 
appeared to be well nourished, 

she was probably about forty years of age, 
and it is thought that her height was possibly 
about five feet two inches or five feet three. 

Scotland Yard officers, acting upon infor- 
mation received from Brighton last night, 
found in a suitcase at King’s Cross railway 
station a pair of legs, which had been re- 
ported missing from the body at Brighton. 

The suitcase had been left in the left- 
luggage department. 


ON DERBY DAY. | 

The cabin trunk in which the body was 
deposited was left at the luggage office, 
Bréan, some time after mid-day on Wed- 
nesday, June 6—Derby Day. On that day 
there was a great deal of traffic. 

The case is made of ply-wood covered with 
canvas of a light brown type, and it is bound 
with wood and brass fittings. It is not a case 
of expensive variety, and the police think 
that it was not unlikely that it was bought 


specifically for the purpose of concealing the | 


body. 

lt measures 27 inches in length, by 17 
inches, by 11 iaches, 

The body was wrapped in two different 
kinds of brown paper, one coarser than the 
other, and was tied up with cord similar to 
window cord, 

On one oí the pieces of paper there appear 
the letters “ford,” It is believed that this 
may be the last syllable of the name of 
some town or village. There was no clothing 
on the body. 

There are no luggage labels of any sort 
on the trunk, and nothing to indicate that it 
had previously been used. 

The remains were removed to the borough 
mortuary, and were examined by Dr. H. J. 
Pullin, the police surgeon. A pogt-mortem 
examination will probably be held to-day.

Mr. Rogers quotes figures, which, he said, 
showed that those who were involved in the 
mail-plane crashes had a much lower average 
of mght-flying experience. Some of them 
had only 8.2 hours to their credit. 

This denunciation follows on the criticism 
which has. been levelled at the U.S, Air 
Force after the succession of fatal accidents 
which ocurred when the Army ’planes took 
over temporarily the air mail services. 

The Military Affairs Committee’s report has 
been oflicially presented to the house, and will 
be forwarded to President Roosevelt this 
week. It refers to “certain violations and 
evasions of the law and Army regulations by, 
and gross miscondact and inefficiency of, 
Major-General Foulois and other officers under 
his command,’’

JUDGE AND WOMAN'S 
INFATUATION, 
—-——— 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 


ENTENCE was pronounced yesterday on 
S Michael Kennedy (29), of Athlone, who 
was found guilty on four counts of 
wounding and assaulting Miss Laura Wright, 
of Athlone, last February. Kennedy was 
found not guilty of wounding with attempt 
to murder. 
Kennedy, who is a chauffeur, was em- 
ployed by Miss Wright. 
On charges of wounding with intent to do 
grievous bodily harm and of malicious wound- 
ing he was sentenced to three years’ penal 


servitude, and on two charges of assault to 


the maximum penalty of twelve months’ hard 
labour, the sentences to run concurrently. 

The jury were absent forty minutes con- 
sidering their verdict, which the judge de- 
scribed as a “‘discriminating’’ one. 

Mr, Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
address to the jury, said that the evidence 
on which it was sought to establish the 
guilt of the accused man was to some extent 
circumstantial. 

Referring to the relationship between the 
accused man and Miss Wright, Mr. Justice 
Hanna said that it was certainly very un- 
conventional, but they in that Court were 
not concerned with the moral aspect of their 
conduct. The relationship between the 
parties were important in this case as in- 
dicating to the jury whether they thought 
that. this lady of 50 would be likely to tell 
the whole truth about it and about what 
took ,place on the night of the crime. She 
was obviously a witness in his favour. He 
had no money except what she gave him, 
and for the last two or three years he had 
obviously been kept by her, although he, 
Mr. Justice Hanna, did not mean by that 
phrase that the prisoner was “ a kept man.” 


MURDEROUS ATTACK, 


Someone made a murderous attack on Miss 
Wright that night. If it was not. Kennedy, 
it was an outsider. Kennedy was the only 
man who had access to the house legiti- 
mately.. On that particular day he admitted 
that he was in the house up to a point, and 
the jury would probably come to the con- 
clusion that he had the opportunity to 
commit this attack if he had sufficient reason 
to do so. The alternative case had been 
put forward that this had been done by a 
tramp. How would a tramp have the means 
to do it as compared with Kennedy, and 
what motive would a tramp or'an outsider 
have in coming in by the back door, going 
through the kitchen and upstairs and attack- 
ing this lady? No money was taken on the 
occasion. | 

The injuries to Miss Wright’s fingers- and 
hands might indicate that there was a 
struggle of some kind. She might have 
lifted the hatchet to protect herself. It might 
have been banged back against her body and 
head, The position of the wounds on her 
head might indicate that the attack was a 
frontal one. From the description given by 
the sergeant, the room must have been like 
a shambles; nearly everything was covered 
with blood. Giving Kennedy ten minutes 
for his journey to the Fair Green, this attack 
must have been committed from the time 
Kennedy disappeared from the gate and came 
back to the door. How did the pink dressing 
gown get into the middle of the blood pool 
if Miss Wright’s and Kennedy’s evidence 
was true? Whose story was more consistent 
with the state of the room—Miss Wright's 
or that of Keyes and Price (the witnesses 
who lived next door)—that the struggle went 
on for a considerable time? Supposing Ken- 
nedy’s story to be true, why on making the 
discovery did he not summon the neighbours 
who were close at hand? He went to the 
Guards’ barracks. He walked past Dr. 
Kerley’s house to the Civic Guards’ station 
three-quarters of a mile away. Very often 
when a person committed a crime he thought 
the best thing was to go straight to the 
olice. It might be that Kennedy went 
issin and blunderingly to the Guards as 
the best means of having the criminal caught. 
He said that he had told Miss Wright he 
was going for the doctor. When the ser- 
geant questioned Miss Wright she said: “ He 
would not let me sleep. The first thing she 
had been heard to say by Keyes, the next 
door neighbour, was: ‘‘Leave me alone, 
Michael,” and “ Go away, leave the room.” 
Was this, asked the judge, addressed to the 
tramp who was alleged to have come in by 


the back door? 


OBSESSION. 


“Miss Wright,” continued the judge, ““is 
obviously: obsessed with this man. She is 
crazy about him; she is infatuated with him. 
She provided him with money. She pays for 
his defence. I do not know whether she has 
made a will in favour of Kennedy or not; 
I do not think sh knows herself.’ 

In conclusion, he said: ‘‘ Nothing can be 
said in palliation if you find Kennedy was 
the person in the room, unless you take the 
view that he did not intend to murder her 
and was guilty of one of the lesser offences.’’ 

After the jury had retired, Mr, Hogan, 
counsel for the defence, on a point of fact 
in the summing up, said that when the judge 
referred to the likelihood of a stru Zs in 
the room he had not thought it advisable 
to put before the jury the police evidence 
that there were no marks on Kennedy, 

The judge said he did not think it was 
necessary to recall the jury. 

Mr, Justice Hanna, at the end of the case, 
praised the manner in which this and another 
ease from the same district had been pre: 


sented by the Superintendent of Civig 
Guards, 

Counsel in the case were:—Mr. P. Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. Barra O Briain (instructed 
by. the Chief State Solicitor), for the pro- 
secution; and Mr. R. S. Hogan (instructed 
by Messrs. Hevesin, Farrell, McDonnell and 
Co., Roscommon) for the defence, 


ACQUITTED OF INFANTICIDE 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Elizabeth Cahill (32), of Knockatie, 
Mullingar, was found not guilty of murdering 
her one-month-old child, and of neglecting 1% 
in a manner likely to cause injury to health. 

Evidence was given by-Cahill’s aunt, Miss 
M. Kilmorey, that Cahill’s brothers did not 
vant her on the farm where she lived, and 
said that a priest had told her that Cahill 


was to be kept in a home, as hé would not 


allow her about in the parish. 

After directing the jury to acquit Cahill 
the Judge ordered Kilmorey and Edmund 
Cahill, a brother of the prisoner, to allow 
her to return to the farm. ‘‘ She has ag

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
COURT SEQUEL TO DAME 


STREET FRACAS,

(BEFORE MR. O’SULLIVAN.) 


Anthony Monaghan (21), 
Gardens, North Circular road, was charged 
with using abusive, insulting and threatening 
language at Dame street on Sunday, with 
assaulting: Detective Officer Forde, with 
assaulting an unknown man, and with being 
armed with a dangerous weapon—to wit, a 
sword. 

Detective Officer Forde stated that be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock on Sunday night he 
saw about a dozen people running along 
Dame street. They were being. followed by 
a crowd of a couple of hundred, some of 
whom were shouting: ‘‘ Arrest that man with 
the sword.’’

The third set 
provided a magnificent exhibition on the 
court, and a disgraceful one in the stands. 
While both players gave a sparkling display 
the crowd interrupted at every moment. 
When Crawford drew up to 3-3 on a return 
of his that was palpably out pandemonium 
broke loose. Boussus took the set on better 
smashing. : 

In the fourth set the Frenchman had bad 
luck. Crawford was lobbing’short and the 
Frenchman, still going all out for his shots, 
was within a point of leading 4-2 on 
Crawford’s service, but two more doubtful 
decisions by the linesmen gave Crawford the 
game, to bring the score to 3-3, After that 
Boussus put less snap into his strokes, and 
began to drive wildly. With the score at 
5-3 in Crawford’s favour, the Australian 
proceeded to lose three set-points by errors 
to give Boussus the game. Luckily for 
Crawford, Boussus drove out on the fourth 
set point in the next game, to bring the 
score to two sets all. It was evident from 
the very beginning of the fifth set that the 
Frenchman had lost the match. Boussus’s 
eye at the net was out. His length had gone, 
and he was done, Crawford continued to 
improve throughout the match, and was the 
Crawford of his great days in dealing the 
coup de grace.

SURPRISES AT ROSSLARE.

ROSSLARE, Monday Evening. 


HREE of the Irish team passed out of 
T the Irish Close championship, which 
commenced here to-day, Albert Briscoe, 
national Tailteann champion; Roger Greene, 
who got his cap at Newcastle last year, and 


William Gill, the international Tailteann 
champion. The first to go was Briscoe, who 
was beaten by Charles Carroll, of Dundalk ; 


Greene’s conqueror was James tab of 
Hermitage, and it was William O’Sul eh 
in his 
second championship, who ousted Gill. These 
were not the only surprises of the round, 
however; and, on the whole, it was a most 
intriguing day’s golf, played in intense heat, 
and on a course bone dry as the result of 
the long drought. 

All the surprises came in the first half of 
the draw, and it also furnished the closest 
matches. One of the best of the round was 
fought between Carroll and Briscoe, who had 
a rare set-to . Carroll has not played as 
good golf in any of the championships in 
which\ he has taken part for the last twelve 
years or so. He was hitting the ball beauti- 
fully, and playing all his shots with a pre- 
cision that the Castlerea man, excellent golfer 
that he is, could not match, much less 
improve on. It was very close from the 
second hole, which Carroll won. Then came 
halves to the twelfth. We saw a splendid 
finish, but although Briscoe had the last five 
holes in par scores, he lost three of them 
and the match by 2 and 1. 

GREENE’S FAILURE. 

Greene was not playing his usual game, 
and the golf all round was below champion- 
ship standard. From the fourth the match 
began to take a definite turn in favour of 
Gibney, who won that hole and the next 
three to turn 4up. For a hole or two Greene 
pulled himself together, but could not make 
the least impression on Gibney’s. lead, and 
was beaten by 3 and 2. 

One of the best golfers at the meeting 
must be W. M. O'Sullivan, who, as men- 
tioned, beat Gill. The Cork man hits a 
tremendous ball with the wood and a grand 
iron—in fact, there are not many shots in 
the bag of the first-class golfer that he can- 
not pull out. He had Gill struggling from 
the time that he took the lead, and that was 


without a fight. He was but 1 down at the 
turn, but a grand 2 at the tenth, where he 
holed a great putt across the green, put 
O'Sullivan 2 up, and when he won the 
eleventh also he was well away. Unfortun- 
ately for himself Gill could not get down in 
two putts on the thirteenth, and that virtu- 
ally decided his fate, the match ending two 
holes further on. 
EWING’S FINE VICTORY. 

Another match that aroused considerable 
interest was that between Ewing and Coghlan. 
Coghlan is one of the strongest of our 
younger school of players, and came into the 
limelight at Little Island last year at this 
meeting, but to-day he was beaten 2 and 1 by 
the Shgo giant. Both are exceptionally long 
hitters, but to-day Ewing revealed the finer 
finish, and it was that which brought him 
through. He was 4 down at the fifth and 
was not on level terms until the twelfth had 
been played. Coghlan was not putting well 
on greens that he -knows. Ewing won the 
thirteenth for the lead in three, and he was 
deprived of another hole at the fourteenth by 
Coghlan, playing as fine a recovery from the 
bunker at the back of the green as I have 
seen for a very long time. That enabled him 
to halve it in three, but he lost a glorious 
chance at the fifteenth. Ewing’s approach 
putt. was very strong, but so also was 
Coghlan’s, and another half resulted. It was 
a fine ó at the seventeenth by Ewing that 
clinched matters and gave him an approxi- 
mate score of 4’s to there. 

John Barke and J. C. Brown are favourites 
for the champiunship, and they each had 
very comfortable wins, so also had C. J. 
McMullan, but one- who will trouble the best 
of the survivors is Dr. R. McConnell, who 
has not been playing serious golf for some 
years until now. He is attempting to stage 
a come-back, and frcm what I saw of his 
golf to-day, he is likely to succeed.

ANOTHER TRIAL FOR 
ENDEAVOUR. 


CHALLENGER AGAIN 
WINS FROM VELSHEDA. 


Another trial between Mr, T. O. M. Sopwith’s 
new America’s Cup challenger, Kndeavour, and 
Mr. W. L. Stephenson’s Velsheda took place in the 
Fast Solent yesterday. There was only the lightest 
of breezes at noon, the time originally fixed for the 
Start, and it was decided to postpone the start to 
12.50 p.m., when it was blowing at an eight-knot 
strength. ' 

‘The boats were set to sail a course of 21 sea 
miles, the first leg of which was south by west, 
seven miles. This made it a turn to windward to 
the first mark. Velsheda crossed the starting line 
half a minute ahead of Endeavour, who, however, 
had the advantage of the weather berth. The 
challenger at cnce began to eat out to windward, 
and was soon leading her rival, but was never able 
to open away far ahead, 

The first board was a somewhat lengthy one, 
the boats carrying on for over an hour before they 
went about. With the wind increasing in strength 
as the day wore on, it having risen to about 14 
knots an hour soon after the start, the boats made 
good progress, and rounded the weather mark 
after about a couple of hours with the challenger 
leading by just under two minutes. 

Spinnakers were set as smartly as possible after 
rouuding, and carried till the next mark was made, 
On this spell off the wind the challenger opened 
away slightly, and was leading by 2 mins. 36 
secs. at the end of the second leg. 


On the last leg home Velsheda carried away her 
jib topsail, but, despite this bit of bad luck, she 
gained a few seconds on the challenger, who 
eventually won by 2 mins, 44 secs. Official times

“THE MILLIONAIRE 
BEGGAR.” 


LONG SEARCH FOR 
HEIRESS ENDS. 


há 


One of the strangest stories of adventure, 
good fortune and bitter tragedy has been 
unfolded with the end of the search for the 
heiress of the man who has come to. be 
known as “the millionaire beggar’? of Yugo- 
slavia, writes Reuter’s Belgrade Correspon- 
dent. 

His name was Mihailo Petrovitch, and he 
died in 1929 worth millions of dinars (a 
million dinars is worth about £4,000) in a 
shabby apartment in LBelgrade—died - of 
starvation and cold. 

Since his death the police have been search- 
ing for his daughter—and heiress—and at 
last they have found her, and she has re- 


vealed the astonishing story of his life. She 
discloses the fact that old Petrovitch had 
won academie honours, had held high 


military rank—and had twice been sentenced 
to death. 

As a young man, she says, Petrovitch was 
a Serbian agent in Bosnia, where he strove 
to stir up the Serbs to rebel against the 
Turks. One day a high official of the Turkish 
Government was found murdered in the main 
street of Tuzla. At the same time Petrovitch 
fled to Serbia. The Turkish Goverment con- 
demned him to death in his absence. ‘hen 
Petrovitch turned up in Russia. His wife and 
daughter were left behind in Serbia. . And he 
remained in Russia for 25 years. Petrovitch 
studied at a Russian university, and there 
achieved great distinction. Finally he was 
sent on a military mission to Bulgaria, where 
he became on officer of high rank. 

After a time, however, he was suspected 
of spying for the Serbs. 
courtmartial—and again he was condemned 
to death. He was saved, however, on the 
special personal representations of the Tsar 
of Russia. Petrovitch, however, was sent 
to prison, 

He cscaped—and fled to Belgrade. There 
he was employed in the Civil Service. Then 
came the Great War, when Petrovitch had 
retired on a small pension. The Austnan 
occupation brought the population of Bel- 
grade to the extremes of poverty and hunger. 
The conditions seemed to affect. Petrovitch’s 
mind, with the result that he developed a 
mania for saving. 

From that time until his death—moro 
than twelve years—he rarely spent a penny. 
He ate only scraps of food given him by 
neighbours. He would not light his stove— 
even on the coldest winter day. He had no 
friends, but a year or so before his death 
he suddenly asked his landlady to marry 
him. She laughed in his face. 

They found his fortune under the patched 
mattress on his wretched bed. Bundles of 
bank notes, share certificates, boxes of gold 
and silver coins. Many claimants appeared 
as the inheritors of Petrovitch’s fortune, but 
only now has his forgotten daughter been 
found, and the full story of “the milliondire 
beggar ’’ brought to light. 


NORTH AFRICAN 
RAILWAY. 


NEW 


MEDITERRANEAN AND 
ATLANTIC LINKED. 


Through trains from Algiers to Casablanca, 
complet® with sleeping and restaurant cars, 
are linking up the Mediterranean and Atlantic 
seaboards of France’s North African colonies 
of Algeria and Morocco. 

The trains connect at Algiers with expresses 
for Tunis and at Casablanca with trains for 
Marrakesh (writes KReuter’s Paris  Corre- 
spondent). ‘The total distance thus covered 
on the new North Africa system is over 1,500 
miles. 

Although the actual length of new line 
required to link Algiers and Casablanca was 
only 220 miles, ten thousand native workmen, 
under the orders of 1,000 Europeans, moved 
six million tons of earth in levelling the 
ground and constructing embankments and 
tunnels, for the line runs through the 
mountainous districts where Abd-el-Krim 
raised the revolt against the French. 

There are over 1,000 viaducts, bridges, and 
aqueducts, eleven tunnels, and not one level 
crossing, on this mountainous stretch of line, 
which is equally valuable from the commercial 
and strategtic points of view. 

There are four classes available on the new 
service, tickets for the fourth and cheapest 


class being sold in tha ‘market places by - 


public criers. The railway appeals strongly 
to the natives, who furnished 936,000 out of 
the total of 1,365,000 passengers carried in
